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gives  the  number  of  50.)  And  they  a^ear  u  well  as 
at  any  prcTioua  revival  in  this  place,  'njete  is  quit*  a 
number  hoping  who  have  not  joined  any  church.  Borne 
delayed  because  their  fhends  thought  them  too  young ; 
others,  because  they  were  not  Baptists  in  sentiment,  and 
are  reluctant  to  join  the  Congregational  church,  since 
liaJf  the  nfembers  were  opposed  to  the  meeting  which 
was  blessed  to  them,  and  have  no  confidence  in  their 
conversion.  The  general  eflTect  of  the  meeting  is  abun¬ 
dantly  happy  among  the  spiritual  and  active  part  of  the 
church — exceedingly  unhappy  among  worldly  minded 
professors.  Did  Mr.  Field’s  paper  aim  merely  to  cor¬ 
rect  extravagant  accounts,  &c.  it  would  be  well  enough, 
and  I  should  say  amen  to  it,  but  it’s  tenor  is  evidently  at 
war  with  protracted  meetings  in  the  abstract.” 

During  the  meeting  at  Pittsfield,  a  number  from  Le¬ 
nox  were  hopefully  converted.  A  letter  from  Lenox 
states :  ”  Three  or  four  have  joined  the  Methodist 
church — probably  12  or  15  have  delayed  to  offer  them¬ 
selves  to  the  Congregational,  because  of  the  feelings  of 
a  majority  of  that  church  towards  men  and  measures. — 
All  those  who  indulge  hope,  it  is  thought,  give  good  evi¬ 
dence  of  piety.  The  effects  of  the  meeting  on  all,  not 
opposed,  have  been  happy.” 

An  active  member  of  the  church  in  Williomstown 
writes :  “  Of  36  members  received  as  fruits  of^the 
protracted  meeting,  it  was  remarked  by  the  examining 
committee,  ‘  no  converts  ever  appeared  better’ — further.

Preparations  are  making  by  members  of  the  First 
and  Third  Free  churches,  together  with  some  individ¬ 
uals  from  the  old  churches,  to  form  a  Fifth  Fbu 
Presbyterian  CHURCH,  in  a  convenient  and  central 
situation.  One  of  the  churches  heretofore  organized 
on  the  old  system  has  recently  received  a  small  colo- 


atonemenr  are  to  be  traced  to  commercial  views  of  di¬ 
vine  justice;  and  surely,  such  troubled  and  unwhole¬ 
some  streams  should  make  us  seriously  doubt  the  pu¬ 
rity  of  their  source. 

I  will  now  introduce  a  few  citations  from  two  of 
our  most  masterly  divines,  partly  to  supply  specimens 
of  what  I  mean  by  commercial  views  of  the  divine 
administration ;  partly  lb  shew'  that  such  commercial 
views  naturally  produce  the  doctrine  of  limited  atone¬ 
ment  ;  and  partly  to  indicate  how  much  these  com¬ 
mercial  views  have  colored  a  great  portion  of  system¬ 
atic  theology.  The  number  of  citations  of  this  char¬ 
acter,  either  from  these  two  authors  themselves,  or 
from  other  theological  writers  might  be  indefinitely 
increased — but  these  are  sufiicient. 

The  first  author  is  Dr.  Tho.mas  Goodwin,  a  great 
master  in  the  Israel  of  his  day,  whose  vvorks  are  mark¬ 
ed  by  deep  research,  independent  thiuking,  and  evan¬ 
gelical  suavity.  The  extracts  will  be  from  his  “  Dis¬ 
course  OF  Christ  the  Mediator,”  found  in  the  third 
volume  of  his  works  in  folio.  Ed.  1692.  In  b.  i.  chap. 
5.  Dr.  Goodwin  introduces  the  sinner  as  proposing  to 
God  for  his  paidon,  “  rivers  of  oil,  the  first-born  of  his 
body,  &c.”  out  all  being  too  low,  the  Doctor  remarks, 
“  There  is  no  proportion,  God  would  never  have 
turned  awayeo  fair  a  chapman,  if  his  justice  could 
afford  so  cheap  a  commutation.”  In  b.  i.  chap.  7,  he 
says  of  Christ,  “  He  must  pay  Godw  in  the  same  coin 
we  should,  and  therefore,  must  make  his  soul  an  of¬ 
fering  for  sin — and  if  he  be  made  sin,  he  must  be  made 
a  curse  ;  and  which  is  more  than  all  this,  God  him- 
telf  must  be  the  Executioner,  and  his  owm  Son  the 
person  who  suffers,  as  no  creature  could  strike  a  stroke 
hard  enough  to  make  it  satisfactory.^'  In  b.  i.  chap. 
8,  he  says,  “  As  his  Father  recommended  the  business 
to  him  [Christ]  so  also  he  gave  special  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  persons  for  whom  he  would  have  ail  this 
done” — viz.  those  who  were  given  to  Christ.  Then 
he  observes — “a  strange  g//< it  was,  which  he  must 


of  ascertaining  the  number  of  young  persons  who  did 
not  attend  any  Sabbath  school.  In  three  weeks,  eighty- 
seven  persons,  who  were  not  attached  to  any  other, 
were  enrolled  in  our  school.  In  these  visitations, 
families  and  individuals  were  invited  to  attend  meet¬ 
ing,  and  suitable  places  were  sought  out  in  which  to 
hold  neighborhood  prayer  meetings.  The  keepers  of 
two  groceries  consented  to  have  prayer  meetings  held 
over  their  shops,  and  it  was  observed  that  thereafter 
they  did  not  open  them  for  the  sale  of  liquors,  as 
fore,  on  the  Sabbath. 

On  the  20th  February,  1831,  owing  to  their 
place  of  worship  being  too  small  to  accommodate 
all  the  persons  who  thronged  to  hear  the  word,  the 
congregation  met  in  the  Masonic  Hall,  in  Broadway, 
at  that  time  the  largest  and  most  central  Hall  in  the 
city.  Here  it  continued  to  assemble  until  the  9th 
October.  After  the  commencement  of  public  worship 
in  this  Hall  it  was  usually  filled.  The  Sabbath 
school  was  great^  increased  and  several  Bible  classes 
were  formed.  The  minister,  elders,  teachers  in  the 
Bible  classes  and  Sabbath  school,  and  in  fact  every 


REVIEW  OF  JKNKYN  ON  THE  ATONEME  NT.

A  Limited  Atonement  inconsistent  with  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  Moral  Government, 

By  a  limited  atonement,  I  understand,  an  atone¬ 
ment  that  consists  in  sufiering  the  limited  amount  of 
punishment  due  in  law  to  a  certaiu  number  of  oflend- 
era,  the  benefits  of  which  are  limited  to  that  number, 
and  to  that  number  only<  Such  an  atonement  is  at 
yariance  with  tha  principles  of  divine  moral 

government.  It  is  at  variance  with  the  accountable¬ 
ness  of  sinners  to  the  law,  in  their  present  state  of 
probation ;  and  it  is  inconsistent  witn  the  principles 
of  justice  on  which  the  divine  government  is  admin¬ 
istered. 

A  limited  atonement  is  established  on  the  princi¬ 
ple  that  the  penally  threatened  by  the  law  must,  of 
indispensable  necessity,  be  executed,  executed  liter¬ 
ally  and  fully,  or  otherwise  the  justice  of  the  divine 
government  would  be  weakened  and  dishonored.  It 
supposes  further,  that  if  the  punishment  of  the  law  be 
not  executed  un  the  ofl'ender,  it  must  be  executed  on 
the  substitute.  Then  it  proceeds  to  argue, — some  of¬ 
fenders  are  through  grace  delivered  from  the  punisli-

scholars  were  convened  every  Lord’s  day.  The  con¬ 
sequence  was,  conversions  took  place  continually,  and 
the  school  and  Bible  classes  were  made  truly  the  nur¬ 
sery  of  the  church.  The  Hall  being  situated  on  one 
of  the  great  thoroughfares  of  the  city,  many  persons 
who  stepped  in  from  curiosity,  were  convicted  and 
converted.  Among  others,  a  young  man  who  ran  in 
to  escape  a  shower,  was  hopefully  converted  the  same 
evening. 

Real  estate  is  extravagantly  high  in  the  lower  part 
of  the  city,  and  the  congregation  did  not  possess  the 
means  to  purchase  lots  and  build  a  bouse  for  public 
worship.  Four  substantial  brick  stores,  occupied  bf 

fgocers,  at  the  corner  of  Dey  and  Washii^ton  streets, 
brming  an  area  of  70  feet  by  80,  iieing  offered  at  auc¬ 
tion,  it  was  ascertained  that  the  upper  lofls  could  be 
converted  into  a  chapel,  while  the  first  story  could  be 
let  for  enough  to  cover  the  interest  of  the  purchase  mo¬ 
ney,  and  part  of  the  expense  of  fitting  up  a  place  for  pub¬ 
lic  worship.  After  seeking  divine  direction,  the  es¬ 
tate  was  purchased.  Money  was  hired  on  a  long 
term  of  years  for  a  large  part  of  the  cost,  and  a  bond 
and  mortjgage  given  as  security  ;  a  part  of  the  balance

on  profession,  and  141  on  certificate.  Twelve  are 
studying  for  the  ministry,  and  two  ara  in  the  fbreign 
missionary  service. 

The  Fourth  Free  church  has  admitted  64  members ; 
22  males  and  42  females  ;  of  whom  26  were  added 
on  profession  and  38  on  certificate.  Three  are  study¬ 
ing  for  the  ministry,  and  one  is  preparing  for  the  mis¬ 
sionary  service. 

It  is  believed  that  more  than  half  the  persons  who 
are  hopefully  converted  in  these  congregations,  unite 
with  other  churches,  owing  to  various  circumstances. 
A  large  portion  of  those  who  have  here  made  {m- 
fession  of  religion  have  not  been  previously  baptized, 
whicfi  factj  while  it  shows  that  they  have  been  brought 
up  in  families  destitute  of  piety,  evmces  the  importance 
ot  free  churches  where  the  poor  and  neglected  may 
have  greater  opportunity  to  near  the  gospel  preached. 
This  fact  shows  also  the  happy  results  attending  the 
personal  efiorts  made  by  the  members  of  these  church¬ 
es  in  inviting  and  encouraging  the  impenitent  to  at¬ 
tend  church  and  Bible  classes.  New  circles  of  reli¬ 
gious  influence  are  thus  formed,  and  the  'gospel,  in 


ment,  therefore  their  punishment  must 
flicted  on  their  substitute.  And  again,- 
will  forever  suffer  the  punishment  of  the  law  in  bell, 
out  it  would  be  unjust  to  inflict  the  punishment  again 
upon  them,  if  Christ,  as  a  substitute,  endured  it  for 
them ;  and  therefore  the  punishment  ot  these  sinners 
was  never  sustained  by  Jesus  Christ  in  his  atonement. 

Sometimes  the  necessity  of  the  sufferings  of  (Ilhrist 
as  an  atonement,  is  made  to  arise  from  the  inexora¬ 
bleness  of  vindictive  justice ;  and  then,  vindictive  jus¬ 
tice  is  represented  as  impossible  to  be  satisfied  and 
appeased,  except  by  the  awful  intensity  of  the  suffer¬ 
ings  of  the  Mediator.  Nothing  less  would  propitiate 
it.  Our  ears  and  our  hearts  have  been  pained  a  thou 
sand  limes,  by  representations  of  the  blessed  (Jod  as 
if  revelling  in  the  agonies  of  the  cross,  and  in  the 
blood  of  his  own  Son.  When  “it  pleased  the  Lord 
to  bruise  him,”  it  was  not  for  the  undivine  gratifica¬ 
tion  of  inflicliag  pangs  and  tortures  of  intense  pain  ; 
but  “  it  pleased  the  Lord”  to  deliver  him  up  a  sacrifice 

expedient  for  honoring  the  law  and  savine 
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and  bad  infinite  pleasure  in  his  vicarious  undertaking, 
and  had,  in  all  the  mysterious  sufferings  of  the  cross, 
sincere  good-will  towards  the  salvation  of  man.  If 
we  suppose  the  compensative  scheme  of  atonement 
to  consist  not  in  a  substitution  of  person  o^y,  but  also 
in  a  substitution  of  sufferings,  the  aton^ent  ceases 
to  be  a  satisfaction  to  vindictive  justice,  but  it  will 
appear  to  be  what  it  really  is,  an  atonement  to  satisfy 
the  ends  of  public  justice. 

Upon  the  principle  of  distributive  justice,  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  account  for  the  atonement  of  Christ  and 
for  the  salvation  of  man.  Some  divines  constantly 
affirm,  that  divine  justice  required  the  death  of  Jesus 
Christas  a  substitute,  and  that  the  death  of  Christ  sat¬ 
isfied  divine  justice. 

Is  this,  indeed,  truel  To  ascertain  this,  think, 
What  is  justice  7  Jastiee  is  giving  to  erery  one  his 
due,  or  treating  erery  one  acetuffing  to  his  character. 
Now,  let  us  ponder  it ;  “  Was  this  Justice  satisfied  in 
the  death  oi  Christ?”  Justice  is  satisfied  whan  it 
gives  to  every  one  his  due,  or  treats  every  one  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  character.  But,  were  the  sufferings  of  an 
ignominious  death  really  due  to  Christ  ?  Did  he  de¬ 
serve  the  treatment  which  he  received  ?  Is  the  sal¬ 
vation  which  sinners  receive  through  his  death  really 
DUE  to  them  ?  In  short,  is  either  Christ,  or  the  sin¬ 
ner,  treated  in  this  transaction  according  to  charac¬ 
ter? 

I  conceive  that  any  man  looking  at  this  stupendous 
scheme,  not  through  the  colored  medium  of  a  theolo¬ 
gical  system,  will  see  that  Christ  received  sufferings 
which  he  never  deserved,  and  that  the  sinner  receives 
blessings  which  were  never  due  to  his  character. — 
Divine  justice  treats  neither  party  according  to  char¬ 
acter  :  “  the  Just"  who  “  did  this,”  and  deserved  to 
“  live,”  dies ;  and  "  the  soul  that  sinned,”  and  de¬ 
served  to  die,  lives ;  both  cases  being  contrary  to  the 
principle  of  distributive  justice. 

The  remark  is  probably  ready,  that,  “  this  is  a  pe¬ 
culiar  exercise  of  justice,  as  ‘the  just’  is  substituted 
for  ‘  the  unjust,’  that  the  unjust  might  be  saved  fm 
his  sake.”  Very  well.  Such  a  measure  will  be  deem¬ 
ed  and  admired  by  all  as  an  expedient  of  transcendent 
benevolence  and  clemency  :  but  the  original  question 
still  presses  on  us ;  “  How  » justice  satisfied  in  it. 


five  received  into  his  own  church, 
ter — “  the  conductor  proclaimed  from  time  to  time  the 
number  of  converts,  or  pronounced  them  converted.”

inge,  with  all  the  imperfections  of  the 
and  the  conducted,  since  they  have  been  practised  by 
the  wise  and  good  from  Moses  to  this  day  ;  when  the 
hearts  of  the  people  have  turned  to  the  Lord  ;  and  have 
been  condmled  by  such  men  as  Moses,  Joshua  and  Solo¬ 
mon.

And  instead  of  censuring  an  individual,  for 
a  general  evil,  let  us  search  the  tents  and  see  where  the 
accursed  thing  lies  concealed,  and  “  repent  and  do  the 
first  works and  “forgetting  the  things  which  are  be¬ 
hind,  press  toward  the  mark."  Then  would  our  Zion  look 
forth  as  the  morning — then  would  that  church,  planted 


for  our  offenses,  to 'substitute  his  suflerings  ipstead  of 
ours,  an  expedient  for  honoring  the  law  and  saving 
man.  God  still  held  his  Son  in  undiminished  love, 


1,  as  to  give  their 
own  hue  and  character  to  much  of  the  theology  of  his 
country.

^steni  of  divinity,  as  Phidias’s  name  in  the  shield. — 
'Take  a  specimen  or  two,  from  his  “  Death  of  Death,” 
&c.  “  God  spared  not  his  own  Son,  but  gave  him 
up  to  death  for  us  all — that  he  made  him- to  be  sin  for 
us — that  he  put  all  the  sins  of  all  the  elect  into  that 
cup  which  he  was  to  drink  of ;  that  the  wrath  and 
flood  which  they  feared  did  fall  upon  Jesus  Christ” — 
“  so  all  the  wrath  that  should  have  fallen  upon  them, 
fell  on  Christ,  ftc.”— “  He  charged  upon  him,  and 
imputed  to  him  all  the  sins  of  all  the  elect,  and  pro¬ 
ceeded  against  him  accordingly.  He  stood  as  our 
surety,  really  charged  with  the  whole  debt,  and  was 
to  pay  the  utmost  farthing."  “  The  Lord  Christ  (if  I 
may  say  so)  was  sued  by  his  Father’s  justice  unto  an 
execution,  in  answer  whereunto  he  underwent  all  that 
was  due  to  sin,  &c.” — “  • 


Experience  had  shown  that  the  system  of  Free  church¬ 
es,  if  judiciously  planned  and  properly  sustained,  was 
the  means  under  God  of  drawing  in  large  numbers  ol 
persons  who  are  too  often  excluded  from  houses  of 
public  worship  in  consequence  of  the  pews  being  own¬ 
ed  or  occupied  by  those  who  make  no  direct  efforts  to 
accommodate  persons  in  humble  life,  or  those  who

churches.  ’Tne  districts  near  them  have  frequently 
been  explored,  and  invitations  given  to  the  poor,  and 
those  who  neglected  the  house  of  God,  to  attend  church 
and  send  their  children  to  the  Sabbath  school.  ^  Tha 
teachers  in  these  schools  have  uniformly  been  profes¬ 
sors  of  religion,  for  it  is  thought  improper  to  entrust 
the  souls  of  the  young  to  the  guidance  of  teachera  who 
themselves  have  not  been  taught  by  the  Spirit  of  Gkid. 
It  is  said,  I  know,  that  impenitent  teachera  have  sodm- 
times  been  converted  while  acting  aa  Sabbath  school 
teachers.  Ttua^  but  it  far  not  known  how  many  schol¬ 
ars  have  been  made  infidels  by  receiving  religious  in¬ 
struction  from  “  blind  leaders  of  the  blind.”  A  singU 
fact  shows  what  intelligent  children  think  of  this  mat¬ 
ter.  A  little  girl,  not  ten  years  old,  said  to  her  teacher, 
“  I  am  afraid  you  will  never  lead  me  to  heaven.” — 
Why  not  ?  asked  the  teacher.  “  Because,”  said  the 
child.  “  you  do  not  appear  to  know  the  way  yourself.”

But 
the  congregation  adhering  to  their  determination,  a 
change  of  tenants  took  place.  Hard  things  were  said 
at  the  time  by  many  professors  of  religion,  at  this  ul¬ 
tra  procedure,  but  the  church  had  the  gratification  to 
receive  into  its  communion  soon  after,  some  individ¬ 
uals  from  the  immediate  neighborhood,  who  had  re¬ 
cently  renounced  the  business  of  selling  “  distilled 
damnation”  by  the  cask  and  quart.  Two  of  them  are

In  the  month  of  May,  1830,  two  individuals  [the 
one  a  membei  of  the  Reformed  Dutch,  and  the  other 
of  the  Presbyterian  church,]  who  had  frequently 
mourned  together  over  the  desolations  of  Zion,  invi¬ 
ted  a  meeting  of  three  or  foui  Christian  friends  to  de¬ 
liberate  upon  the  subject  of  commencing  a  new  church. 
Rev.  Joel  Parker,  then  pastor  of  a  Presbyterian  church 
in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  (being  providentially  in  the  city) 
was  invited  to  attend  the  meeting.  The  brethren  in¬ 
terchanged  their  feelings  and  opinions  with  respect  to 
the  state  of  religion  in  the  city  ;  the  almost  total  ex¬ 
clusion  of  the  poor  from  the  Presbyterian  an^  Dutch 
churches  ;  the  great  neglect  of  the  careless  and  im- 


gregation  assembled  there  on  the  16ih  day  of  Oct., 

1831.  It  was  crowded  the  first  Sabbath.  So  many 
accessions  were  made  to  the  church  soon  after  a  pro¬ 
tracted  meeting,  which  commenced  immediately  after 
the  church  was  opened  for  public  worship,  that  it  was 
deemed  a  duty  to  commence  a  Second  Free  church 
without  delay.  Accordingly  on  the  14th  of  February, 

1832,  three  of  the  elders,  together  with  thirty-six  other 

members,  were  organized  into  a  church  under  the  title 
of  the  Second  Free  Presbyterian  church  of  New- 
York.  They  met  in  Broadway  Hall,  about  a  mile 
from  the  Dey  street  church,  until  the  following  May. 
Rev.  E.  P.  Barrows  preached  as  stated  supply,  du¬ 
ring  this  period,  and  his  labors  were  blessed  in  the 
conversion  of  many  souls.  , 

Rev.  Charles  G.  Finney  having  been  invited  to 
the  cito,  by  individuals  belonging  to  the  First  and  Se¬ 
cond  Free  churches,  and  the  spacious  Chatham  street 
Theatre  having  been  procured  and  fitted  up  for  a  place 
of  public  worship,  and  for  the  religious  anniversaries, 
it  was  deemed  best  to  relinquish  the  plan  for  the  pres¬ 
ent  of  a  'rhird  Free  church,  and  to  invite  the  Second 
Free  church  to  occupy  the  old  theatre,  now  styled  the 
Chatham  street  Chapel.  Accordingly  on  the  6th 
May,  1832.  they  assembled  at  the  place,  and  Mr.  Fin¬ 
ney  preached  from  these  words,  “  HTio  is  on  the 
Lord's  side  ?”  The  expense  of  fitting  up  the  theatre 
for  a  house  of  God,  and  converting  the  saloons  into 
lecture  and  Sabbath  school  rooms,  was  nearly  7000 
dollais,  and  about  half  of  that  sum  was  coutributed

In  this  critical  difficulty,  reason  and  revelation  meet 
us  with  the  assurance,  that  though  this  expedient  of 
substitution  is  not  distributive  justice,  either  to  Christ 
or  to  the  sinner,  yet  it  is  a  measure  of  entire  justice 
towards  the  interests  of  the  community  under  divine 
moral  government,  because  the  ends  of  justice  are 
rs  fully  secured  by  the  substitution,  as  if  the  offender 
himselfiiiad  suffered.  It  is  therefore  evident  that  the 
justice  which  admitted  of  substitution  is  not  what  is 
called  distributive  justice.  It  is  public  justice. 

The  exercise  of  public  justice  is  suitable  to  the  re¬ 
lations  existing  between  God  and  man,  ^cause  it  is 
free,  benevolent,  and  honorable.  Public  justice  is 
voluntary  and  optional.  The  standing  order  of  the 
divine  government  is  not  that  (3od  must  be  just  in 
executing  punishment,  but  that  he  might  be  just  in 
shewing  clemency.  It  makes  the  infliction  of  the  pen¬ 
alty  not  indispensable,  but  admissible,  and  it  makes 
the  suspension  of  the  penalty  admissible  too,  if  the 
ends  of  its  infliction  can  be  otherwise  honorably  secu¬ 
red. 

It  is  benevolent.  It  shows  that  God  is  on  the  side 
of  good ;  that  he  has  good-will  to  each  subject,  and 
to  all  his  empire.  “  Therefore  will  the  Lord  wait, 
that  he  may  he  gracious ;  and  therefore  will  he  be  ex¬ 
alted,  that  he  may  have  mercy  upon  you:  for  the 
Lord  is  a  God  of  judgment."  Public  justice  is  hon¬ 
orable.  By  its  exercise  God  humbles  himself  without

But  to  a  man  of  a  differ¬ 
ent  habit,  it  will  have  no  weight  at  all.  Writing  is  not 
thinking.  And  if  I  should  judge  from  many  of  the  written 
sermons  1  have  heard  preached,  1  should  think  the  luakera  of 
them  had  been  doing  any  thing  rather  than  thinking.  The 
mechanical  labor  of  writing  is  really  a  hindrance  to  close  and 
rapid  thought.  It  is  true  that  some  extempore  preachers  have 
not  been  men  of  thought.  And  eo  it  is  true  that  many  men 
who  write  sermons,  are  not  men  of  thought.  A  man  whose 
habits  have  always  been  such,  that  be  hes  thought  only  when 
he  has  put  his  mind  on  the  end  of  his  pen,  will  of  course,  if  he 
lays  aside  his  pen,  at  first  find  it  difficult  to  think ;  and  if  he 
attempts  to  preach  without  writing,  will,  until  his  habits  are 
thoroughly  changed,  find  it  difficult  to  throw  into  his  sermons 
the  same  amount  of  thought,  as  if  be  conformed  to  his  old 
habits  of  writing.  But  it  should  be  remembered  that  this  is 
only  on  account  of  his  having  been  trained  to  write,  and  hav¬ 
ing  always  habituated  himself  to  it.  It  is  the  training  and 
habit,  that  renders  it  so  difficult  for  him  to  think  witliout  wri¬ 
ting.  Will  any  body  pretend  to  say  tliat  lawyers  are  not 
men  of  thouglitl  That  their  arguments  before  a  court  and 
jury,  are  not  profound  and  well  digested  1  And  yet  every 
one  knows  that  they  do  not  write  their  speeches.  It  should 
be  understood  too,  that  in  college,  they  have  the  same  training 
with  ministers,  and  have  the  same  disadvantage  of  having 
been  trained  to  write  their  thoughts ;  and  it  is  only  after  they 
enter  upon  their  profession,  that  they  change  their  habit. — 
Were  they  educated,  as  they  should  be,  to  extempore  habits  in 
the  schools,  they  would  be  vastly  more  eloquent  and  powerful 
in  argument  than  they  are. 

I  have  heard  much  of  this  objection  to  extempore  preaching 
ever  since  I  entered  the  ministry.  It  was  often  said  to  me 
then,  in  answer  to  my  views  of  extempore  preaching,  that 
ministers  who  prettched  extemporaneously  woM  not  instruct 
the  churches,  that  there  would  be  a  great  deal  of  sameness  in 
their  preaching,  and  they  would  soon  become  insipid  and  re 
petitions  for  want  of  thought.  But  every  year’s  experience 
has  ripened  the  conviction  on  my  mind,  that  tke  reverse  of 
this  objection  is  true.  The  man  who  writes  least,  may,  if 
he  pleases,  think  most,  and  will  say  what  he  does  think,  in  a 
manner  that  will  be  better  understood  than  if  it  were  written ; 
and  that,  just  in  the  proportion  that  he  lays  aside  the  labor  of 
writing,  his  body  will  be  left  free  to  exercise,  and  his  mind  to 
vigorous  and  consecutive  thought. 

The  great  r.  t^on  why  it  is  supposed  thexextempore  preach 
CIS  more  frequently  repeat  the  same  thoughts  in  their  preach¬ 
ing,  Is  because  what  they  say  is  in  general  way,  more  per¬ 
fectly  remembered  by  the  congregation,  than  if  it  had  been 
read.  I  have  often  known  preachers,  who  could  repeat  their 
written  sermons  once  in  a  few  months  without  its  being  re¬ 
cognised  by  the  congregation.  But  the  manner  in  which  ex¬ 
tempore  sermons  are  generally  delivered  is  so  much  more  im¬ 
pressive,  that  the  thoughts  cannot  in  general  be  soon  repeat¬ 
ed,  without  being  remembered.  We  shall  never  have  a  set 
of  men  in  our  halls  of  legislation,  in  our  courts  of  justice,  and 
in  our  pulpits,  that  are  powerful  and  overwhelming  speakers 
and  can  carry  the  world  before  them,  till  our  system  of  edu¬ 
cation  teaches  men  to  think,  closely,  rapidly,  consecutively, 
and  till  all  their  habits  of  speaking  in  the  schools  are  extem¬ 
poraneous.  The  very  style  of  communicating  thought,  in 
what  is  commonly  called  a  good  style  of  writing,  is  not  cal¬ 
culated  to  leave  a  deep  impression  on  the  mind,  or  to  commu¬ 
nicate  thought  in  a  clear  and  impressive  manner.  It  is  not 
laconic,  direct,  pertinent.  It  is  not  the  language  of  nature. 

It  is  impossible  that  gestures  should  be  suited  to  the  common 
style  of  writing.  And  eonsequently,  when  they  attempt  to 
gesture  in  reading  an  essay,  or  delivering  a  written  sermon, 
their  gestures  are  a  burlesque  upon  all  public  speaking. 

In  delivering  a  sermon  in  this  essay  style  of  writing,  it  is 
impossible  that  nearly  all  the  fire  of  meaning  and  power  of 
gesture  and  looks  and  attitude  and  emphasis  should  not  be 
lost.  We  can  never  have  the  full  meaning  of  the  gospel,  till 
we  throw  away  our  notes. 

S.  A  minister’s  course  of  study  and  training  for  his  work 
should  be  exclusively  theological. 

I  mean  just  as  I  say.  I  am  not  now  going  to  discuss  the 
question  whstlier  all  education  ought  not  to  be  theological. — 

But  I  say  education  for  the  ministry  should  be  exclusively  so. 
But  you  will  ask.  Should  not  a  minister  understand  science  1 
I  would  answer,  yss,  the  more  the  better.  I  would  that  min¬ 
isters  might  understand  adl  science.  But  it  should  all  be  in 
connection  with  theology.  Studying  science  is  studying  the 
works  of  God.  And  studying  theology  is  studying  God. 

V  Let  a  scholar  be  asked,  for  instance,  this  question,  "  Is 
there  a  God  1”  To  answer  it,  let  him  ransack  the  universe, 
let  him  go  out  into  every  department  of  science,  to  find  the 
proofs  of  design,  and  in  this  way  to  learn  the  existence  of 
God.  Let  him  next  inquire  how  many  Ghxfs  there  are,  and 
let  him  again  ransack  creation  to  see  whether  there  is  such  a 
unity  of  design  as  evinces  that  there  is  one  God.  In  like  man¬ 
ner,  let  him  inquire  concerning  the  attributes  of  God,  and  his 
character.  He  will  learn  science  here,  but  will  learn  it  as  a 
part  of  theology.  Let  him  search  every  field  of  knowledge, 
to  bring  forward  his  proofs.  What  was  the  design  of  this 
plant  1  What  was  the  end  of  that  arrangement  1  See  whe¬ 
ther  every  thing  you  find  in  the  universe  is  not  calculated  to 
produce  happiness,  unless  perverted. 

Would  the  student’s  heart  get  hard  and  cold  in  study,  as 
cold  and  hard  as  the  college  walls,  if  science  was  pursued  in 
this  way  1  Every  lesson  brings  him  right  up  before  God 
and  is  in  fact  communion  with  God,  and  warms  his  heart 
and  makes  him  more  pious,  more  solemn,  more  holy.  The 
very  distinction  between  classical  and  theological  study  is  a 
curse  to  the  church,  and  a  curse  to  tke  world.  The  student 
spends'  four  years  in  college  at  classical  studies,  and  no  Gkxi 
in  them,  and  then  three  years  in  the  seminary,  at  theological 
studies;  and  what  then'?  l^oor  young  man.  Set  him  to 
woik,  and  you  will  find  that  he  is  not  educated  for  the  minis¬ 
try  at  all.  The  church  groans  under  his  preaching,  because 
he  does  not  preach  with  unction,  nor  with  power.  He  has 
been  spoiled  in  training. 

4.  We  learn  what  is  revival  preaching.  All  ministers 
should  be  revival  ministers,  and  all  preaching  should  be  revi¬ 
val  preaching ;  that  is,  it  should  be  calculated  to  promote  ho¬ 
liness.  People  say,  “  It  is  very  well  to  have  some  men  in 
the  church,  who  are  revival  preachers,  and  who  can  go  about 
and  promote  revivals;  but  then  you  must  have  others  to  in 
doctrvnate  the  church.”  Strange !  Do  they  not  know  that 
a  revival  indoctrinates  the  church  faster  than  any  thing  else 
And  a  minister  will  never  produce  a  revival,  if  he  does  not 
indoctrinate  his  hearers.  The  preaching  I  have  described,  is 
full  of  doctrine,  but  it  is  doctrine  to  be  practised.  And  that 
is  revival  preaching. 

5.  There  are  two  objections  sometimes  brought  against  the 
kind  of  preaching  whi  ch  I  have  recommended. 

(1)  That  it  is  letting  doven  the  dignity  of  the  pulpit  to 
preach  in  this  colloquial,  lawyer-like  style.  They  are  shock¬ 
ed  at  it.  But  it  is  only  on  account  of  its  novelty,  and  not  for 
any  impropriety  there  is  in  the  thing  itself  I  heard  a  remark 
made  by  a  leading  layman  in  tlie  center  of  this  state,  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  preaching  of  a  certain  minister.  He  said  it  was 
the  first  preaching  he  ever  heard,  that  he  understood,  and  the 
first  minister  he  over  beard  that  spoke  as  if  he  believed  his 
own  doctrine,  or  meant  what  he  said.  And  when  he  first 
heard  him  preach  as  if  he  was  saying  something  that  he 
meant,  he  taught  he  was  craxy,  and  he  determined  to  take 
ground  against  him.  But  eventually,  he  was  made  to  see 
that  it  was  all  true,  and  he  submitted  to  the  truth,  as  the  pow¬ 
er  of  God  for  the  salvation  of  his  soul. 

What  is  the  dignity  of  the  pulpit  I  To  see  a  minister  go 
into  the  pulpit  to  sustain  his  dignity  1  Alae,  alas '.  During 
my  foreign  tour,  I  heard  an  English  missionary  preach  ex¬ 
actly  in  that  way.  I  believe  he  was  a  good  man,  and  out  of 
the  pulpit  he  would  talk  like  a  man  that  meant  what  he  said. 
But  no  sooner  was  he  in  the  pulpit,  than  he  appeared  like  a 
perfect  automaton — swelling,  mouthing,  and  singing,  enough 
to  put  all  the  people  to  sleep.  And  the  difficulty  was,  that  he 
wanted  to  maintain  the  dignity  of  the  pulpit. 

(i)  It  is  objected  that  this  preachinf  is  theatrical.  The  Bish¬ 
op  of  London  once  asked  Garrick,  the  celebrated  play-actor, 
why  It  was  that  actors,  in  representing  a  mere  fiction,  should 
move  an  assembly,  even  to  tears,  while  ministers,  in  repre¬ 
senting  the  most  solemn  realities,  could  scarcely  obtain  a 
hearing.  The  philoeophic  Garrick  wdl  replied,  “  It  is  be- 
«mtse  werepresent fiction  as  a  reality,  and  you  repreeent  reali¬ 
ty  as  a  fiction."  Now  what  is  the  design  of  the  actor  in  a 
theatrical  repreosntation  1  It  is  so  to  throw  himself  into  the 
spirit  aid  meaning  of  the  writer,  as  to  adopt  his  sentiments, 
make  tkm  his  own,  feel  them,  embody  them,  throw  them  out 
upra  ^  audience,  aa  living  reality.  And  now  what  is  the 
objeeUon  to  all  this  in  preaching  1  The  actor  suits  the  ac¬ 
tion  to  the  word,  and  the  word  to  the  action.  His  look,  his 
hands,  his  atthudes,  and  every  thing  are  designed  to  express 
tbc/sfl  meaning  of  the  writer.  Now  this  should  be  the  aim 
of  the  prmcher.  And  if  by  “  theatrical”  be  meant  the  strong- 
set  possible  representation  of  the  sentiments  expressed,  then 
the  more  theatrical  a  sermon  is,  the  better.  And  if  minis- 
“ere  are  too  stiff,  and  the  pec^ile  too  fastidious,  to  learn  even 


from  an  actor,  or  from  the  stage,  the  best  method  of  swaying 
mind,  of  enforcing  sentiment,  and  diffusing  tlie  warmth  of 
burning  thought  over  a  congregation,  then  they  must  go  on 
with  tlieir  prosing,und  reading  anil  sanctimonious  starch.  But 
let  them  remember,  that  while  they  are  thus  turning  away 
and  decrying  the  art  of  the  actor,  end  attempting  to  support 
“  the  dignity  of  the  pulpit,”  the  theatres  can  be  thronged  every 
night.  The  common-sense  people  mill  be  entertained  with 
that  manner  of  speaking,  and  sinners  will  go  down  to  hell. 

G.  A  eongregation  may  learn  how  to  choose  a  minister. 

'Wlien  a  vocunt  church  are  looking  out  for  a  minister, 
there  are  too  lending  points  on  which  they  commonly  fix  their 
attention.

He  acknowledged  himself  to  be 
the  author  oi  the  article  alledged  to  be  libellous,  and  voluntarily  re- 
engnizod  in  the  aum  of  $1000,  for  hia  appearance  before  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas,  at  its  next  session. 

We  understand  that  Rev.  Dudley  Phelpa,  editor,  and  Mr.  Fer¬ 
dinand  Andrews,  printer  of  the  Landmark  newspaper,  entered  into 
recognizance  last  evening,  to  answer  at  the  police  court,  next  Mon¬ 
day,  for  iho  printing  and  publishing  of  th-k  articles  written  by  Mr 
Cheever.” 

One  aerions  word  in  regard  to  this  excitement,  the  most  die 
graceful  to  Salem  of  any  thing  that  has  occurred  there  since 
the  hanging  of  the  witches,  and  considering  the  day  in  which 
we  live,  far  more  atrocious.

FOREIGN. 

By  the  packet  ship  England,  Capt.  Maxwell,  we  have  English 
papers  to  Saturday,  January  10th,  inclusive. 

The  President’s  Message  arrived  in  Liverpool  on  the  9th,  by  the 
packet  ship  Independence.  The  Liverpool  Cbroniele  invites  par¬ 
ticular  attention  to  that  part  of  it  which  relates  to  Fronoe,  and 
heads  the  paragraph  on  the  subject,  “  War  with  France.” 

The  Reformers  were  doing  admirably  well  in  England  at  the  elec 
tions  which  were  going  on.  In  London  the  Whig  majority  was 
about  2000. 

The  Timet  would  seem  to  have  fairly  given  up  the  Peel  Ministry ; 
foi  it  yesterday  recommends  aa  alliance  between  Lord  Melbourne 
"  in  union  with  some  of  the  most  respectable  of  his  recent  col¬ 
leagues”  and  Sir  Robert  Peel,  and  endeavors  to  show  that  the  Ul¬ 
tra-Radical  pressure  can  only  be  effectually  resisted  "  by  such  an 
union  between  the  rational  and  moderate  portions  of  the  Conserva¬ 
tives  and  the  Whigs.” — Morning  Chronicle.

The  President’e  Message  was  received  at  Havre  qn  the  6tb. 
No  action  of  the  government  bad  token  place  upon  it.  We  annex 
the  remarks  of  several  of  the  principal  Goxettes. 

Ths  Conetitulionel  says,  that  all  are  unanimous  in  feeling  that 
the  dignity  of  France  has  been  wounded  by  the  President’s  Mes¬ 
sage,  but  he  is  deceived  if  he  supposes  that  hia  menace  will  induce 
the  legislative  bodies  to  give  a  sanction  which  they  have  once  refus¬ 
ed.  Whatever  may  be  the  timorous  habits  ofthe  Chambers,  they 
will  not,  in  the  face  of  the  country,  appear  to  yield  to  fear.  The 
United  States  have  ruined  their  cause,  even  if  their  claims  had  been 
legitimate.  The  conduct  of  the  French  ministry  in  this  unfortunate 
dispute,  has  not  a  little  contributed  to  render  the  solution  difficult, 
after  having,  with  inconceivable  stupidity,  recognised  a  debt  which 
the  restoration  had  constantly  disavowed.  It  pledged  itself,  with 
still  greater  stupidite,  to  bring  the  question  again  heme  the  Cham¬ 
bers  imniedivtely  after  the  convocation,  to  aw  again  for  that  sanc¬ 
tion  which  had  been  formerly  refused.  This  promise  has  not  been 
kept,  and  General  Jackson  justly  complains. 

The  Temps  expresses  its  regret  at  President  Jackson’s  prejudg¬ 
ing,  with  hostile  feelings,  a  question  which  he  ought  to  have  known 
was  to  be  submitted  to  a  new  legislature  in  France.  There  is,  in 
the  aflair  ofthe  25  millions  claimed  by  the  United  States  a  quevtiun 
of  Constitutional  right,  which  the  chief  of  a  Constitutional  itate 
ought  to  have  better  appreciated  than  the  President  ho*  done. 
France  has  little  uneasiness  to  feel  from  these  bravadoes,  which,  in 
fact,  have  been  dictated  by  certain  intareits  within  her  own  boun¬ 
daries. 

The  Journal  du  Commerce  consklert  that  the  vote  of  the  35  mil¬ 
lions  is  rendered  quite  impossible  by  the  President’s  Message, 
which  probably  was  framed  with  a  view  to  flatter  the  democratical 
party  that  supports  Gen.  Jackson.  It  also  argues  that  if  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  French  citizens  in  America  be  seized,  it  wiH  be  but  just 
to  make  a  similar  seizure  on  the  property  of  American  citizeM  in 
Prance. 

The  National  says — “Of  President  Jackson’s  threat  we  shall 
merely  observe,  that  it  is  not  a  little  singular  that  it  should  reach 
Paris,  on  the  very  day  that  the  Moniteur  published  W  commasd, 
the  absurd  /actum  of  M.  Talleyrand  on  the  success  of  French  diplo¬ 
macy,  and  the  merit  of  the  Royal  wisdom. 

But  if  the  Chambers  should  out  of  complaisance  grant  the  isdera- 
nity,  public  opinion  will  then  accuse  the  ministers  o'  having  brought 
it  about  by  a  shameful  condescension  te  exigencies  which  the  na¬ 
tion  has  already  rejected. 

Still  Later  from  France. — The  packet  ship  Orpheus  ar¬ 
rived  on  Wednesday,  bringing  I.undon  papers  to  January  17.

Fab.  14.— In  the  Senate,  this  morniaa,  Mr.  PreUn^Mysen  mode 
his  Judiciary  Bill  the  order  of  the  day  for  Wednesday  oext.  Tba 
Senate  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  bill  reported  from  the  Su- 
lect  Committee  on  Executive  PalrooiM,  to  repeal  the  lat  oad  td 
sections  of  the  “  four  year’s  law,”  ana  providiag  that  tbe  Prssideat 
shall  not  remove  any  officer  of  the  government  without  Ibo  osoant 
of  the  Senate.  Mr.  Ewing  went  into  a  consthutiooal  oignssoat  in 
regard  to  the  power  of  appoiatmsnt  and  removal  in  the  Prsstdsrt. 
Mr.  Kano  gave  the  views  which  would  ioffiiM  him  to  go 
against  the  Bill.  Mr.  Bibb  spoke  in  support  of  thoBiB.  Mr.  Wiy 
ley  opposed  tbe  Bill  in  a  very  ingemoos  argument,  in  which  be 
struck  out  some  new  views  on  tM  sut^ect.  He  argued  that  tbe  ef. 
feet  of  tbo  bill  would  be  to  perpetuate  all  offices  ia  the  same  hoods, 
during  goc^  behavior ;  to  prevent  the  removal  of  on  officer,  except 
upon  positive,  legal  proof  of  malfeasance ;  to  cover  up  many  cor¬ 
rupt  practices  in  office  which  con  only  bo  exposed  i^r  a  remuyal, 
and  to  counteract  the  repubUean  system  of  rotation  ia  oflioe,  which 
ho  thought  ought  always  to  prevail,  except  iu  the  Judiciary. 

In  THE  House. — Soon  auer  the  reading  of  the  journal  this  mor¬ 
ning,  Mr.  Adame  addressed  ths  Chair,  and  observed  that  he  de¬ 
sired  to  say  a  few  words,  with  ths  consent  of  the  House,  without  the 
pre-rcquisita  of  submitting  a  motion  or  resolution.  All  ears  were 
open,  and  eyes  too,  and  their  woa  a  geMral  movement  towards  Mr. 
Adams.  Leave  !  leave !  leave !  was  reiterated  from  svotT  port  of 
the  House,  and  Mr.  Adams  proceeded.  He  reminded  tba  SpeaksrN 
ofthe  debate  of  lost  Saturday,  an  hit  motion  to  insinict  the'  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Foreign  afloirs  to  nsparX  forthwith  on  the  subject  of  our 
relations  with  France.  In  the  course  of  bis  rrmorka  on  that  sub¬ 
ject,  an  expression,  he  said,  had  ascAFED  rim— be  repeated  “And 
etcaptd  him” — that  the  Innate  hod  dodged  the  qtiestiaa.  Tbe 
Speaker  would  remember,  that  at  that  stage  of  bis  remarks,  be  was 
arrnted  by  ths  Speaker,  and  reminded  of  a  rule  of  tbe  House  pro¬ 
hibiting  a  reference  in  debate  to  Ihe  Senate. 

Mr.  Adams  here  disclaimed,  in  the  roost  explicit  manner,  tbs  to- 
tentioD  of  offering  any  disrcapcct  to  the  Senate,  and  explained  timt 
it  was  his  intention  to  proceod  to  recommend  to  the  House  tbe  fol¬ 
lowing  example  of  tbo  S'enate  in  dodging  the  oueetien.  Hia  main 
object  was  to  persuade  the  House  not  to  ehrink  from  the  coMidero- 
tioo  of  a  question  which  so  much  affected  the  rights,  interest,  and 
honor  of  the  nation,  but  to  meet  it  fully  and  honorably  os  the  Sam 
ate  had  done.  But,  in  concluiioa,  it  was  hia  wish  to  give  notice  to 
all  merchants  in  the  United  States,  that  they  Wert  m  no  danger  yf 
any  measure,  from  this  or  tke  other  House,  whieh  could  lead  to  a 
war  with  Fra  et.  This  he  xooutd  am  and  announet  on  kit  rttpm^ 
sibility  to  the  nation.  And  he  said  it  in  order  that  the  pubtie 
mind  might  be  quieted  and  Iranquiliasd  on  tbe  subject.  , 

The  Brokees’  Board. — Thisis  an  Rssocimtion  formed  tmoag 
the  brokers  in  lYall  street,  who  hold  a  meeting  by  thenuelvaa  with 
closed  doors,  every  dsy,  to  decide  tha  price  of  stocks,  Itc.  A  good 
deal  of  excitement  ha*  been  created  recently,  by  the  course  they 
have  pursued  in  regard  to  ths  Morris  canal  stock.  It  seems  there 
is  a  practice  ofbuying  and  selling  stock  “  on  time,"  as  it  is  callad, 
which  means  agreeing  to  deliver  or  receive  to  much  of  a  porticiilar 
stock  on  a  certain  day,  at  the  price  agieed  on.  It  is  not  understood 
that  sithcr  of  the  parties  owns  any  of  the  stock,  but  when  tbe  day 
arrives,  if  the  stack  sells  for  just  the  price  agreed  on,  they  settle 
even.  If  the  stock  is  then  higher  than  the  price  agreed  on,  the  per¬ 
son  who  agreed  to  sell  pays  the  other  a  sura  of  moMy  equal  to  tbe 
difference  between  the  price  in  market  and  tbe  price  agreed  on.  If 
it  is  lower,  ths  person  buying  pays  tbe  diffcrcpce.  In  neither  case 
do  they  expect  to  deliver  the  stodi.  Often  a  great  deal  SMra  stock 
of  a  particular  kind  will  bo  sold  in  a  single  day,  than  all  there  is  in 
existence.  Tha  other  day  67,000  shores  were  sold  of  Harlem  Rail 
Road  stock,  when  the  whole  amount  isonly  7000.  It  wiH  be  seen 
that  it  ia  in  fact  meiely  betting  on  the  future  price  of  stocks ;  and 
does  not  differ  in  prituiplt,  from  lottciy  dealing,  or  any  otbor  gam¬ 
bling  ;  yet,  we  ore  sorry  to  say,  it  is  understood  that  several  pro¬ 
fessors  of  religion,  and  even  elders  of  Presbyterian  efaurebas,  who 
stand  high  beibrs  the  public,  ore  deeply  eonesmed  in  this  bnaincm. 
'We  bclievo  it  is  contrary  to  law  too. 

Tbe  Morris  Canal  affair  is  this.  Ssroral  individiials  lost  fell, 
brokers,  sold  large  amounts  of  this  stock,  daliverabio  at  daya  than 
futurs.  And  before  the  times  arrived,  a  moat  unprecedented  rise 
took  place  in  the  price  of  that  steak,  making  its  market  value  even 
mors  than  double  what  it  wot  when  the  bargains  were  mode.— 
There  was  hardly  stock  to  be  bought  at  any  rate.  And  their  con¬ 
tracts,  or  rather  wagers  ware  so  large  that  to  pay  them  would  ruin 
their  fortunes.  Now  the  Board  of  Brokers  have  a  law  among 
themselves,  that  if  any  one  of  their  number  fails  to  fulfil  any  of  hia 
contracts,  he  shall  be  tunied  out  of  the  Board  in  disgrace.  But  in 
the  cate  of  ths  Morris  Canal  stock,  they  voted  that  no  notice  should 
be  taken  by  them  ef  the  non-fulfilment  of  contracts,  but  the  portiea 
concerned  should  be  left  to  their  legal  remedy  in  the  courts. 

A  great  excitement  bos  been  the  eontequeiice.  People  said, 
that  whenever  the  advantage  bos  been  on  the  side  of  the  brokers, 
they  have  been  ready  to  claim  ths  fulfilment  of  contracts,  bo  ibey 
ever  so  ruinous.  And  os  they  have  done  business  with  brokers  in 
ralianes  on  their  honorary  rules,  and  nut  in  rolioMS  on  legal  rsoM- 
dies,  they  must  go  into  tha  court  of  law.  And  that  renders  it  pe¬ 
culiarly  unfair  for  the  brokers  to  suspend  tholr  law,  after  tbo  coo- 
trocts  have  been  mode  upon  tho  faith  of  iu  lYo  do  not  auppese 
there  is  any  special  merit  between  the  parties  in  such  buaiMas,  that 
should  make  tha  public  care  very  much  which  of  them  suffbrs  Urn 
loos.  But  the  influence  of  the  Board  of  Brokers  is  so  groat  over 
other  branches  of  business,  which  are  lawful,  that  the  Irast  shad¬ 
ow  of  a  doubt  respecting  their  honor  giveo  a  shock  to  tbe  whole 
mercantile  community.  A  wiitor  in  Saturday’s  Star,  after  noticing 
some  recent  proceedings  in  the  Board,  says “  The  character  and 
property  of  our  citizens  are  entirely  in  the  hands  of  a  set  of  individ¬ 
uals,  associated  only  by  a  combination  ofintereeland  feeling;  whoee 
daily  meetings  ore  directly  in  violation  of  the  laws,  totoUy  at  vari¬ 
ance  with  the  injunctions  of  morality  and  honor,  and  subversive  ef 
the  first  principles  which  constitute  Ihe  basis  of  a  well  regulatsd  So¬ 
ciety.  For  the  total  extinction  of  such  an  association,  all  honora¬ 
ble  men  will  promptly  unite."
